"Great Wall" built to obstruct the in- 
cursions of the Tartars, gives the fol- 
lowing account of this wonderful wok: 
The wall is 1,728 mil -s long, 18 feet 
wide, nnd 15 feet thick nt the top. 
The 


foundation throughout is of solid gran- 
ite, the remainder of compact nmsoury. 
At intervals of between 200 and 300 
yards towers rise up 25 to 30 feet high 
nnd 2-1 feet in diameter. On the top of 
the walls nnd on both sides of it are 
masonry parapets to enable the defend- 
ers to pass unseen from one tower to 
another. The wall itself is carried from 
point to point in a perfectly straight 
line, across valleys nnd plains nnd over 
hills, without the slightest regard to thp 
conlignrntion of the ground, sometimes 
plunging down into abysses a thousand 
tcet deep. Brooks nnd smaller rivers 
are bridged over by the wnll, while on 
both banks of larger streams strong 
flanking towers nro placed.
